WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (AP) 
—Protesting their innocence, two 
former service men have indi- 
cated they will fight any attempt 
to send them back to Italy for 
tal in the death of their com- 
manding officer seven years ago. 


The Italian government has 
taken no announced action to ex- 
tradite them to face charges made 
by the United States Defense De- 
partment that they played key 
roles in the killing of Maj. Wil- 
liam V. Holohan behind enemy 
lines in late 1944. 

Holohan, nead of an Office of 
Strategic Services mission which 
parachuted behind German lines 
to direct aid to partisans, 
appeared mysteriously. 

The Defense Department said 
in a statement Wednesday that he 
was killed by former Lt. Aldo 
(Ike) Icardi, now a resident of 
Preakness, N. J., and former Sgt. 
Carl G. LoDolce of Rochester, 
N. Y., with the help of two Ital- 
ians. Both Americans denied the 
accusation flatly. 

“Fantastic,” One Says. 


“The charges made against me 
are fantastic and I am confident 
that I shall be completely ex- 
onerated,” Icardi told reporters 
at the home of his parents in 
Pittsburgh. 

“The Defense Department has 
never confronted me with the 
charges it now makes, The de- 
partment has obviously prejudged 
the case without even giving me 
the opportunity to make a state- 
ment about it.” 

Icardi added that the depart- 
ment’s dented ‘trial by 
press and radio’ violates the most 
elemental concepts of justice and 
due process (of law).”

FISCAL YEAR 


Mayor Expects Expenses 
to Rise More Because 
of Salary and Price In- 


creases. 


The cost of caring for a patient 
for a day in city institutions rose 
from $6.89 in the fiscal year 
which ended in April 1950, to 
$8.05 in the fiscal year ended 
last April, Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
reported yesterday.

RUSSIA STILL AIMS

MOSCOW, Aug. 17 (AP)—The 
Soviet press published today an 
official announcement apparently 
intended to inform the United 
States that Soviet Russia will pre- 
sent proposals at the Japanese 
peace treaty conference in spite 
of the Americans’ stipulations to 
e contrary. 

*/estern observers here say the 
Soviets can be expected to raise 
many objections. to the draft 
treaty which Washington has 


termed final. But there are some 
among these diplomatic observ- 
ers who say that Russia may go 
along with the treaty after stating 
its objections. 

The announcement carried by 
the Moscow radio and all the 
press today said the Russians not 
only would attend the San Fran- 
cisco meeting Sept. 4 but would 
“present proposals.” Thus, the 
Soviet people first learned that 
their government was taking part 
in the conference. The announce- 
ment did not attack the confer- 
ence as such, but only the Amer- 
ican attitude concerning the draft 
treaty. l 

The press also devoted a full 
page to the statement by Chinese 
Communist Premier-Foreign Min- 
ister Chou En-lai that the San 
Francisco conference would be 
illegal without the presence of 
the Peiping government’s repre- 
sentatives. 

Observers believe the Soviets 
are going to contend that Com- 
munist China should be repre- 
sented and that it should be 
given Formosa. 

In addition, the Russians do 
not like what they call “former 
Japanese militarists“ playing a 
role in the new Japan. 

The Russians object highly to 

the presence of American troops 
in Japan and the fact American 
air bases are in Japan. Japan is 
within bomber range of the So- 
viet mainland. 
Some foreign envoys here be- 
lieve several Asian nations may 
go along with the Russians on 
certain points. 


‘METEOR SHOWER’ IN IRAN 
APPARENTLY ELECTRIC STORM 


TEHRAN, Aug. 17 (UP)—Offi- 
cial sources said today that a 
“downpour of meteors” which 
newspapers reported near Shiraz 
Monday apparently was an elec- 
trical storm of extreme violence.

HIGHER GASOLINE 
TAX IN 7 STATES 


— — — 


CHICAGO (UP)— Vacationing 
motorists this year are paying the 
highést gasoline taxes in history. 

Levies were raised this year in 
seven states and another four 
states extended “temporary” tax 
boosts to make the rates the high- 
est ever, the Commerce Clearing 
House reported. 

Only three states reduced their 
rates—Georgia, New Mexico and 
Nebraska, by one cent esch. 

Michigan raised its tax by 14 
cents, and one-cent increases were 
levied in New Hampshire, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Utah, 
Wyoming, and Illinois. Kansas, 
Nevada, Oklahoma and Pennsyl- 
vania extended present gas taxes 
which were due to expire this 
year. 

The highest rate in the nation 
is in Louisiana, which has a tax 
of nine cents a gallon. The lowest 
— in Missouri, at two cents a gal- 

on. 

The state taxes are added to a 
114 cent federal tax per gallon, 
and to the city taxes which are 


levied in many communities. More 
than two billion dollars was col- 


lected in all types of gasoline 
taxes last year.

The solution of the problem lies in 
the creation of an authority, the juris- 
diction of which would be co-extensive 
with the geographical boundaries of 
the city and county. The creation of 
such an authority would require legis- 
lative authorization. 

If such an authority were created by 
the Legislature, its governing body 
should and could be removed from the 
political arena by a proper method of 
selection. A comparable authority has 
been created in Illinois and now oper- 
ates the mass transportation system in 
the greater portion of Cook county, in- 
cluding the City of Chicago. 

Selection of the members of the au- 
thority should be made by nominations, 
say two by the Governor, two by the 
Mayor, and one by the County Super- 
visor, with the right of veto of the two 
appointed by the Governor, resting 

with the Mayor and the County Super- 
visor, acting jointly. Also there should 
be lodged in the Governor the right to 
veto members nominated by the Mayor, 
as well as by the Supervisor. 

In this fashion, the general public 
would be given adequate opportunity 
to express its opposition to any mem- 
ber or members named by any one of 
the appointing authorities. 

The authority should be given the 
right to acquire existing facilities— 
either the physical properties or the 
stock of the corporations — provided 
that such acquisition is of 100 per cent 
of such outstanding stock, with the 
present obligations of the entities now 
operating the transportation facilities, 
together with the purchase price, to be 
paid for by the issuance of revenue 
bonds of the authority. 

Existing contracts and pension plans 
would be assumed, under proper condi- 
tions, by the authority.

One of these pending improvements in the 
way Government departments operate would 
merge all medical services in a United Medical 
Administration. At present 40 agencies offer 
medical services to various groups, and hospital 
services are offered by five big federal systems. 
It is an extravagant and inefficient lack of or- 
ganization. | 

Another bill would take the Post Office De- 

partment out of politics, mainly by stopping po- 
litical appointment of first, second and third 
class postmasters and no longer requiring ap- 
proval by the Senate. More businesslike methods 
would also be introduced in the post office, 
including decentralization. President Truman 
went part of the way on this reform two years 
ago by proposing that a non-political Postmaster 
General appoint postmasters on a civil service 
basis. 
The Department of Agriculture and the Vet- 
erans Administration, which have not yet felt 
the touch of the organizing hand, would come in 
for major improvements. So would Civil Serv- 
ice, which has not been improved since it came 
into existence 67 years ago, though meanwhile 
it has developed a negative approach that has 
encouraged mediocrity in public service and a 
costly rate of turnover. 

Instead of three separate agencies handling 
land management—Forest Service, Soil Conser- 
vation Service and Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment—all this work would be merged in the 
Department of Agriculture. 

These reforms will be harder to make than 
those that have already been put into effect. 
They are opposed by powerful and stubborn 
pressure groups. The success of the opposition 
is best attested by the simple fact that the re- 
maining reforms have still not been effected. 

Gwilym A. Price, president of the Westing- 
house Electric Corp., says “not one recom- 
mendation has been adopted that offends any 
major pressure group.” Perhaps that is some- 
what an exaggeration, for unification of the 
armed services offended pressure groups, and 
some of them were about as major as they 
come. The generality, however, appears true— 
that the remaining 60 to 65 per cent of the 
Hoover reforms will take the hardest push. 

The first responsibility is on the President, 
for under the reorganization act the proposals 
he initiates become law unless Congress rejects 
them. When does the President mean to get on 
with the improvements in his branch of the 
Government which he embarked upon so ener- 
getically?

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New Procedure at Kaesong 


It should not be taken for granted that four 
cease-fire negotiators at Kaesong can accomplish 
what ten have failed to accomplish. Yet when 
the Communists accepted a U.N. plan to turn 
over the deadlocked buffer zone issue to a sub- 
committee, they aroused hopes that their will- 
ingness to accept a new procedure may indicate 
a willingness to modify their position. These 
hopes have been strengthened by a hint from 
the Communists that they may be ready to com- 
promise their arbitrary stand for a political 
boundary at the thirty-eighth parallel. 

Perhaps the most important aspect of the new 
procedure is that the subcommittee meetings 
will be informal and off the record. It should 
be possible for the negotiators to discuss the 
issues frankly as negotiators rather than as de- 
baters before a world audience. 

Most international conferences, if they come 
to anything, get around to this stage sooner or 
later. Open covenants openly arrived at are a 
splendid ideal, but open covenants privately ar- 
rived at are often more practical. 

Owing to the Communist effort to exploit 
them for propaganda purposes, the Kaesong 
truce talks have been held in a blaze of pub- 
licity that is far from normal for military con- 

ferences. We shall now see what comes from a 
procedure that reverts to type.

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Navigation vs. Flood Control 

In using the flood disaster in Missouri, Kansas 
and Oklahoma as an argument for flood control 
appropriations, the Army Corps of Engineers 
has an argument of expediency on its side. In 
capitalizing om the floods to get extra funds 
from Congress for navigation, the Corps is pur- 
suing a contradictory course. Every dollar spent 
for navigation will be a dollar not spent for 
flood control. 

Under heavy demands for national defense 
the need is acute to economize wherever econo- 
mizing can be done. There is a limit to the total 
that can be appropriated, and something will 
have to give. It would far better be navigation 
than flood control. Yet Senator Douglas met 
with as little success in his efforts to trim 
the fat out of the rivers and harbors and flood 
control bill as he experienced previously.

it wanted to, and its present policy is to shore 
up both systems. This has involved higher fares 
and reduced service. 

Co-operation between the two transit lines 
runs head-on into the barrier between them. 
County Transit Co. has not been profitable, yet 
it faces urgent demands for broader service to 
new population centers. Public Service Co. is 
profitable, but it does not help support the out- 
lying service and even competes with it. 

Public ownership involves two problems. One 
is the high price the public undoubtedly would 
have to pay for the healthy transit company in 
the city. Moreover, public management certainly 
does not guarantee better operation than pri- 
vate management. The Transportation Commit- 
tee should study the Chicago transit authority. 
Its fares are higher than here, but its service is 
more widespread. 

One thing is certain, and that is that the City 
of St. Louis should not undertake purchase of 
the Public Service Co. Management by one city 
of a transit system serving several cities is in- 
adequate on the face of it. 

What the riding public wants to know is how 
to hold down the cost of transportation and get 
more of it. That is the real question posed to 
the Mass Transportation Committee, and the 
type of transit ownership is subsidiary. 
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Reassurance by Treaty 

The mutual defense treaty between the 
United States and the Philippines, and a similar 
pact soon to be signed with Australia and New 
Zealand, represent reassurance to the world in 
two directions. 

First, these treaties are intended to reassure 
the Filipinos, Australians and New Zealanders, 
all of whom have understandable qualms about 
a possible rebirth of Japanese militarism. They 
can sign the projected Japanese peace treaty 
with the knowledge that the United States will 
help defend them against attack from any 
quarter. 

Secondly, the treaties ought to reassure peo- 
ples who have been subjected to what John 
Foster Dulles calls a Communist “war of 
nerves.” For the Russians are charging that the 
Pacific pacts are aggressive in design. 

The treaties themselves give the lie to this 
charge. They provide that measures taken for 
mutual defense will be ended when the United 
Nations Security Council acts to restore peace. 
And this puts the question of intent to Russia. 
The Soviet Union could veto U.N. action in be- 
half of peace, but if she did so, and left war 
inevitable, the mutual defense arrangements 
would remain in effect. 

By this one proviso, the new Pacific pacis 
prove themselves to be well within the frame- 
work of the United Nations, and to be defense 
arrangements and nothing else. 
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The Age of Woman 


It is a demonstrable proposition that the 
greatest developments in history came upon 
the world without anybody being particularly 
aware of the fact. Who, for example, saluted 
the outbreak of the Industrial Revolution, or 
marked the beginning of the Middle Ages, or 
warned of the imminence of the Decline of 
Rome?

But it’s even more obvi- 
ous that unless Congress agrees to tie it- 
self down with as strict a rule book as 
applies in the courts, there will be plenty 
of Congressmen and Senators 9 to 
drive a truck through Kefauver’s loop- 
holes, some of which I have put in quotes 
above. 

Who will decide what is “ tive 
material” or how much you tell a witness 
in advance? After all, the bulk of Sena- 
tors and Representatives are lawyers and 
they like to toss a hot one at a witness as 
a matter of professional pride. 


A Committee of Angels? 


And when you get to the business of 
allowing witnesses to ask even a “limited 
number” of questions or to engage in “lim- 
ited” cross-examination, it will take a com- 
mittee of angels to avoid wrangling most 
of the time over who can do what instead 
of trying to get facts. 

But the need for some sort of code 
ethics is more compelling today than ever 
I would be perfectly willing to settle for 
a congressional bill with no more 
than Kefauver’s because I still have 
old fashioned faith in American morals. 
Today there are no rules of the game. 
Even imperfect ones are better than none 
because they would give you a 
against which every act of McCarthyism 
could be judged—and would be judged.

WHO KILLED JAIL 
GUARD CAPTURED 


Chicago Murderer Gives 
Up Meekly When Po- 
lice Quietly Arrest Him 


on Streetcar. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 17 (AP)— 
Harry Williams, the husky killer 
who beat a guard to death and 
escaped from a death cell in the 
Cook county jail, was captured 
on a streetcar without a struggle 
last night. 

The 20-year-old Negro’s capture 
lacked the dramatic overtones of 
his escape over the jail wall 47 
hours before. 

Williams, neatly dressed, was 
riding in a streetcar reading a 
bible when four policemen in a 
squad car spotted him. Two of 
the officers, in plain clothes, 
quietly boarded the car, captured 
Williams and took him off. Other 
Passengers apparently didn’t know 
what was going on. 

Williams surrendered meekly, 
insisting that police had the wrong 
man. He admitted his identity 
after he was fingerprinted. 
Escaped Month Before Execution. 

Williams, a rapist and killer, 
escaped a month to the day be- 
fore his scheduled execution for 
murdering a Negro woman in a 
purse-snatching attempt. After 
forcing a steel plate in his death 
row cell, he climbed the wall and 
beat Tower Guard George Turley, 
43, to death. Then he dropped to 
the ground outside the wall. 

More than 1000 policemen with 
“shoot to kill” orders sought Wil- 
liams. Sheriff John E. Babb 
personally offered a $1000 reward 
for his capture, dead or alive. 
Police guarded four homes whose

rm. 


A wholesale investigation of 
alleged “laxity” at the big jail is 
under way. A guard was fired 
and a jail official was demoted. 

Some neat police work brought 
about Williams’s capture. 

Last night Williams rang the 
doorbell of Mrs. Addie Hearn, 44, 
a distant relative by marriage. 
Mrs. Hearn: saw him through a 
window and telephoned police. 
Williams continued ringing until 
he heard the sirens of an ap-

Gets Cocos Islands From 
Britain and Plans Civil 
and Military Air Base 
There.

CANBERRA—<Australia—A col- 


ony itself only 50 short years ago 
—is emerging as a Pacific power 
with considerable colonial pos- 
sessions of its own. 

A fact that has generally gone 
unnoticed is that Australia now 
controls a “palm and penquin em- 
pire” ranging from the equator 
to the Antarctic. 


The spphlisht has just been 
thrown on this territorial growth 
by Australia’s latest acquisition: 
The strategic Cocos Islands in the 
Indian Ocean. 

Located 1,300 miles off this 
commonwealth’s west coast—and 
handy to southeast Asia trouble 


spots—the Cosos Islands have just 
been handed over to Australia by 


Britain. 
Plans Air Base. 


With full administrative powers 
over the islands, the common- 
wealth now plans to turn its new- 
est outpost into an air base with 
civil and military facilities. 

The Cocos Islands also become 
an important new link in the 
chain of territories the Aus- 
tralians now own outright or ad- 
minister for the United Nations. 


At the northern, “palm” end of 
the commonwealth’s territorial 
holdings lies the most valued pos- 
session—New Guinea, the Pa- 
cific’s largest island and one of 
the richest in natural resources. 

Australia is responsible for 
1,500,000 of New Guinea’s white 
and native inhabitants and owns 
90,500 square miles of the island 
outright. 

It also controls 93,000 square 
miles of New Guinea territory— 
as well as adjacent small islands 
—under United Nations mandate. 

Holland’s Claim. 


Holland, whose ownership is 
disputed by Indonesia, owns 
roughly another half of strategic 
New Guinea. 

Further north and just 26 miles 
south of the equator lies Austra- 
lia’s northernmost outpost—an 
atoll named Nauru, which it ad- 
ministers for the U.N. 

Straight-out Australian posses- 
sions, however, are Great Barrier 
Reef and Norfolk and Lord Howe 
islands in the Pacific, the Ash- 
more and Cartier islands in the 
Indian Ocean, and Heard and 
Macquarie islands in the sub- 
Antarctic. 


Australia has also laid claim to 
2,472,000 square miles of Antarc- 
tic—which means that half of the 
polar region is marked out as 
Australian territory. 

Whether Australia will be able 
to exploit and develop its terri- 
tories on the scale it plans, only 
the future will tell. Like other 
colonial pewers, however, it’s up 


to ambitious territorial develop- 
ment schemes.

be exaggerated. Truly their 
unique establishment may be 
termed the “world’s timekeeper.” 
For here indeed is the most ac- 
curate time-measuring machinery 
known anywhere and one which 
other nations refer to continually 
when they must have split-second 
precision. 

Basic job of the Observatory is 
to determine time for the setting 
of America’s clocks and chronom- 
eters. But its far-reaching acti- 
vities run from observing sun 
spots to supplying surveyors and 
earth with technical 
data without which their vital 
work could not be done. 

From the Observatory, located 
on upper Massachusetts avenue, 
time checks are sent down each 
hour of the day to the Navy De- 
partment in the downtown area 
of the nation’s capital. Navy ra- 
dio Station NSS at Annapolis, 
Md., receives these signals four 
times daily and broadcasts them 
to. the fleet and our far-spread 
shore bases. 

The ticks, automatically sound- 
ed by an electric quartz-crystal 
clock, are furnished free to all 


firms and individuals who provide 


wires to the Observatory's trans- 
mitting room for this purpose. 
These signals are received by the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. and the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. and relayed by them 
or various radio broadcasting sta- 
tions to every city in the land.

However, the basic principle is 
simple. The earth rotates on its 
axis. This rotation causes the 
sun and the stars to appear to 
cross the sky from east to west. 
If a person located on the earth’s 
equator measured the time in- 
terval between two successive 
pasSages overhead of a very dis- 
tant star, he would have the 
length of time it takes the earth 
to make one complete turn, or one 
“sidereal” day. 

Most commonly used instru- 
ments for measuring this interval 
accurately are called meridian 
transit telescopes. However, in 
recent years a new type of tele- 
scope called a photographic zen- 
ith tube, has been put into serv- 
ice at the Observatory. Rigidly 
fixed in vertical position, it takes 
photos of stars whose paths cross 
the W e sight. 


* 

FTER the light of a star strikes 

the edge of the zenith it con- 

tinues through the lens to a 
mercury-filled basin at the lower 
end of the instrument. The mer- 
cury surface reflects the light and 
it comes to focus on a small photo- 
graphic plate located just under 
the lens. 

A number of quartz-crystal and 
pendulum-type clocks are used as 
standard clocks to measure the 
time between star sights. All are 
maintained under constant tem- 
perature. Visitors may view the 
vault-enclosed pendulum clocks 
through a specially built peri- 
scope. Each night the clocks are 
checked with each other, with the 
time indicated by star observa-

Since the clock house is the cen- 
ter of the Observatory circle, 
which comprises 72 acres and has 
a diameter of 2000 feet, the 
standard clocks are fully safe- 
guarded against street traffic dis- 
turbances. 


The automatic time broadcast- 
ing service has been in continu- 
ance operation for 12 years. Time 
signals first were sent out so that 
navigators might check their 
chronometers before leaving port. 
Today, in addition to setting time 
for the nation, and generally for 
navigators at sea, many special 
uses have arisen. These include 
longitude determinations for pre- 
cise surveying and map making, 
and gravity findings for locating 
minerals and oil. Radio monitor- 
ing stations employ the signals 
in checking the frequencies of 
transmitting stations. Seismolo- 
gists use them in coordinating 
earthquake data. Watchmakers 
use them for checking the ac- 
curacy of their watches before 
selling them to the public. 


One of the major activities of 
the Observatory is conducted by 
its Nautical Almanac Office. In a 
real sense it serves as a nava- 
gator’s right hand. It publishes 
the figures necessary in comput- 


be found quickly and accurately 
for any place in the world and 
for any day in the twentieth cen- 
tury—all this plus vital special 
data for more than 500 American 
cities. 

Fundamental observations of 
the sun, moon and planets are 
made regularly to provide data 
for future revisions of the tables 
representing the motions of these 
bodies. Similar observations of 
the stars are made and published 
as catalogues for astronomers and 
others interested in this fascinat- 


is the largest telescope of its kind. 
It has been used chiefly for pho- 
tographic observations of comets 
and satellites. The lens of the 
10-inch photographic equatorial 
telescope was ground at the Ob- 
servatory. This telecope is used 
mainly in photographing star 
fields for the positions of stars, 
comets and asteroids. 
Observations of the sun, or s0- 
lar work, have been gaining stead- 
ily in importance. A five-inch 
photo-heliograph takes daily shots 
of Old Sol.

HOWEVER, without realizing 
exactly what he was dealing with, 
Dr. Ignaz Philipp Semmelweis 
found a solution both literally and 
figuratively which protected the 
mothers he delivered. He dis- 
covered this by his acute observa- 
tion coupled with a curious, in- 
telligent mind—the combination 
by which many clinical physicians 
have made great contributions to 
modern medicine and your own 
welfare. 

A Hungarian, he graduated 
from the University of Vienna 
and became particularly interest- 
ed in obsetrics and gynecology. 
During the years he worked in 
the Vienna Lying-In Hospital, he 
was sorely troubled by the fre- 
quent tragedy of newly-delivered 
mothers dying on his ward. Final- 
ly, he began experimentally wash- 
ing his hands in chlorinated water 
as he moved from bed to bed. 
Abruptly, the deaths nearly 
stopped. ‘Without knowing it, 
Semmelweis was disinfecting his 
hands of the contagious strep 
germs. An explanation of why it 
worked had to wait for several 
decades.
